Soviet Zone are to be reconstrueted immediately in order to improve the con 
ditions of freight and nassenger traffic. The sequence of the pertinent con- 
struction work will be leid down by the SCC. (1) All communication equip 
nent, signal equipment ard seeurity installations are to be brought to their 
prewar status and are to be bedernized where necessary.

Orly short seetions of trunk 
lines have been double«tracked. In order to obtain rails for these short seetions, 
tracks had to be dismantled at other places. Sueh individual projects have been 
reported previeusly. ‘The abbreviation RBDB probably stands for Relehsbahndirek-— 
tien Berlin. 

Fuerstenberg ia on the Prankfurt/Oder ~ Guben railroad line, The planned recon~ 
struction of the dismantled secor! track of this line was previously reported. 

The construction of a new railroad line between Fuerstenberg and Grunow was also

This project Includes the follewing censtruetion work in Frankfurt/Oder: The 
enlargement of the marshaling yard, construction of renna and tracks at the 
freight station, establishment of a new regulating station between the caatern 
outekirts and the bridge across the Oder river, and the construction of a rail 
read connection between the marshaling yard and pessenger station by the reeon- 
struction of a bridge destroyed during the war. 

This project is reported for the first time. The new railroad line vould probie 
bly pass aleng the northern border of the troop training grounds.
